Up t<* now, Americans hav » maintained a remarkably ' 
sane attitude toward foreign propaganda.

If there were ex tenuating circumstances for the 
Russian occupation of Poland, there are none whatev er for 
the assault on Finland. 
This is what makes America’s position today so dilli- 
cult. We ear. r.c more be neutral in thought about the Russo- 
Finmsh dispute than we can when a cut-throat enters a 
home to massacre a family of honest citizens.
